been our Care, to have theſe Laws 


and Acts of Parliament put to due

together, for the better Informa-

ons, and as they are thereto reſpec 
tively impowered, to be careful to 
put the foreſaids Laws above, and 
aftermentzoned, to due and exadt 
Execution, upon their higheſt Peril 
Follows the Liſt and Abbreviate of 
the Laws againſt Profaneneſs, and 
for ſuppreſſing of Vice and Immo- 
rality.
